to each individually. Thus, Sen. 
Johnson could earry the South 
and some of the Midwest and 
Western states where the Catholic 
religion may be a political lia- 
bility. And Sen. Kennedy could 
take the Northern and New Eng- 
land states where his religion is 
an asset and where Sen. Johnson 
alone would not be able to win 
votes from the minority groups. 


Dreams 


Southern conservatives are not 
alone in devoting at least 15 min- 
utes each day to dreaming about 
such a combination and its possi- 
bilities. Sen. Johnson is the fa- 
vorite of many of the old Taft 
Republicans. There long has been 
a close political blood relation- 
ship between the two. They are 
fearful about Mr. Nixon, viewing 
him as a man who is not to be 
trusted because he knows and 
talks with labor leaders and thinks 
that social legislation must slowly 
be expanded as need develops. 
They would expect Sen. Johnson; 
to protect Sen. Kennedy from any 
outbreak of idealism such as fre- 
quently afflicts the young. 


The tragedy of the conservatives 
in this country has been that they 
have never been able to see why 
they shouldn’t control politics with 
a firm-hand, rejecting any such 
weakness as compromise. This 
is why they have been steadily 
reduced in numbers and influ- 
ence. 


The Johnson-Kennedy ticket, 
however, may be the strongest the 
Democrats can put together, al- 
though an equally good argu- 
ment can be made for a Steven- 
son-Kennedy ticket. 


But in the strong light of real- 
ity, Kennedy remains the top- 
heavy favorite and will be so 
when the convention opens on 
July 11. New Jersey Democrats 
have announced that a majority 
of their delegation will go for the 
young senator on the second 
ballot. 


His* weakness, however, is that 
of the party itself. He does not 
unify it. Nor does anyone of 
those seeking the nomination. 
Kennedy, Stevenson and Johnson 
each have enthusiastic support. 
Sen. Symington remains the com- 
promise darkhorse. But neither he 
nor they possess the magic qual- 
ity necessary to unify the party. 


Momentum 


Kennedy’s organization is the 
most efficient one in modern 
times. In West Virginia, for ex- 
ample, one of its many small serv- 
ices was a Call to every home with 
a telephone. This included not 
merely a request to vote for Sen. 
Kennedy, but an offer of transpor- 
tation to the polls. At Los Angeles, 
one of the minor influences will 
be a pool of 1,500 automobiles 
which delegates may call- upon 
for rides to the convention hall. 
And many of them are quite far 
from it. It is safe to say no con- 
vention candidate has had so 
widespread a grassroots organi- 
zation as has young Kennedy, 


His youth continues to provide 
a question mark, although older 
men in positions of leadership to- 
day offer no incentive to support 
age. But his opposition is making 
great use of his 43 years. Latest 
sample: 


“Jack, what is it you want in 
life?” 


' “To be president.” 


“Oh, I know THAT, But what 
do you want when you grow up?” 


But the fact is, he is grown up 
and quite competent. 


And whether he ends up in the 
No. 1 or 2 spot, he will be a 


major political leader for years 
to come.

The Cabinet held no meeting 
to decide upon approval. Mes- 
sengers were sent to the individ- 
ual ministers’ homes with the 
document approving the treaty, 
then to the emperor.

MEANING CHINA? 


This policy has been affirmed, 
he added, by the 1957 Declaration 
of Communist States. Red China 
was a signer of this declaration. 


Khrushchev did not directly 
mention Red China, but said 
‘‘those who do not understand this 
do not believe in the power of 
creative abilities of the working 
class, underestimate the might of 
the socialist camp and do not be- 
lieve in the great attractiveness 
of socialism which has clearly 
demonstrated its advantages over 
capitalism.”

Rockefeller Advises 
Cabinet Shakeup 


BINGHAMTON, _N.Y. 


(UPI)—Gov. Rockefeller 


Tuesday proposed a sweeping governmental reorgani- 
zation that would give near-presidential powers in na- 
tional security and international affairs to a new post 
of “first secretary of the government.” 


He recommended downgrading 
the office of secretary of state to 
a day-to-day conduct of diploma- 
cy. 


His plan also would reduce the 
office of the vice presidency to 
the stand-by status it had before 
Richard M. Nixon was given an 
active role by President Eisen- 
hower. 


“We have lately faced plain 
and serious evidence of the inad- 
equacy of our government ma- 
chinery,” Rockefeller said. “We 
have seen this with the unfortu- 
nate U2 incident. We have seen 
this with the unhappy fate of the 
President’s plans to visit Japan. 


‘Both occurrences have warned 


‘}us that there is something seri- 


ously wrong with the working of 
the decision-making processes of 
our government.” 


In a speech at a Rotary Club 
luncheon here, Rockefeller ranged 
far and wide in his strongest 
statement since he challenged 
Nixon to speak out on important 
issues before the GOP National 
Convention begins July 25, 


Rockefeller’s other proposals in- 
cluded: 


1. Making the chairman of the 


Joint Chiefs of Staff responsible 
for the development of over-all 
strategic doctrine and designating 
him as principal adviser to the 
secretary of defense and the Pres- 
ident. 


2. Organizing the staff of the 
Joint Chiefs on a unified basis 
under the direct authority of the 
chairman. 


In a television interview later, 
Rockefeller was asked if the 
proposed “first secretary” would 
override the secretary of state.

Talmadge Speaks 
Of Negro Voting 


“The people of the South do not want 
to deny the Negro his right to vote.” 

That statement is made by Sen. Her- 
man Talmadge in the July Reader’s Di- 
gest. His debate in print with Sen. Doug- 
las is a calm and clear comparison of the 
contending viewpoints on civil rights. 

Sen. Talmadge expresses Southern irri- 
tation with federal compulsion. He does 
not at any point argue, however, that 
the Negro’s right to vote should be 
abridged. On the contrary, he recounts 
as an accomplishment the fact that 180,- 
000 of Georgia’s 600,000 Negroes are 
registered to vote. 

It is important for the white South 
to grasp what he is saying. 

He is saying he does not like the 
method of federal enforcement. 

But he is not saying the Negro’s right 
to vote should be abridged or denied. 
Rather he says the Negro has the right 
to vote and that the people of the South 
do not want to deny it to him. 

There are white Southerners who take 
another position. They take the position 
that it is all right somehow to withhold 
or abridge the Negro’s right to vote. They 
are in a position they cannot defend, one 
which brings down upon the South the 
odium of federal compulsion. And they 
are alone.

Dreams of Tax Cuts 


Collapsed With Summit 


Dreams of tax cuts in certain areas 
were doomed Monday when the Senate 
extended four billion dollars of present 
taxes, including the war-born levies on 
communications and passenger fares. 

In addition, the senators tightened 
present loopholes in income tax laws 
which are expected to bring in an addi- 
tional 650 million dollars. Instead of a 
tax reduction, there will be a tax in- 
crease. 

The Senate, of course, had no alter- 
native. The ax was delivered to tax cuts 
by collapse of the summit conference and 
by what has happened in Japan. It was 
helped along by failure to make prog- 
ress on disarmament and the stepped-up 
political and economic offensive of the 
Communists, especially in Asia. 

There is increasing pressure for an 
overhaul of the whole tax structure to 
correct certain inequities. This idea has 
merit. But the likelihood of reducing the 
federal budget in any appreciable degree 
is slim indeed as long as national secur- 
ity programs make up more than three- 
quarters of the whole. 

The tax-cut dream remains. But the 
U.S. budget still is labeled “Made in Mos- 
cow and Peiping.” So is our tax load. 


Fresh Approach Needed 


In Disarmament Talks 


Along with the other bad news in the 
East-West struggle, the Geneva 10-nation 
conference on general disarmament and 
the three-nation discussion on nuclear 
weapons testing are on the verge of col- 
lapse. , 

The feeling that the U.S. position is 
too rigid and that the West should come 
up with a fresh approach to counter the 
most recent Soviet proposals has been 
gaining ground among our allies and 
within our own delegation. Moscow 
already is blaming us for the anticipated 
collapse. 

_ Frederick M. Eaton, head of the US. 
group, is in Washington to urge a new 
approach to keep the negotiations going 
and to blunt the Communists’ deceptive 
“total disarmament” in four years idea. 
In their last offer, the Reds did agree to. 
some Western proposals for inspections 
and control but the snag came in the 
Moscow timetable. | 

Under this timetable, the Reds de- 
mand a withdrawal of troops from foreign 
bases and banning of nuclear weapons 
before any reduction is made in Com- 
munist mass armies. 

There is considerable hypocrisy in 


the whole area of disarmament talks but 
the Reds have the propaganda initiative. 
We have no intention of giving up our 
bases abroad and our nuclear deterrent 
for paper promises. But at least we can 
make new proposals testing Moscow's 
sincerity and exposing the propaganda 
for what it is.

The Flight to Suburbs 
Means Trouble Ahead 


Twelve of the nation’s 20 biggest 
cities lost population between 1950 and 
1960. 


The problem of urban growth is not 
minimized by these statistics, however. 

For cities in all the 189 metropolitan 
areas in the United States, population 
rose a moderate 8.9 per cent between the 
censuses. Their suburbs grew by 47.2 per 
cent. That’s the rub: One American in 
three now is a suburbanite. 


While these people focus on the city 
for emotional unity, they cannot look tH 
the city for services. They don’t live in 
the city for one thing (and don’t pay 
taxes) and, for another, the smaller politi- 
cal unit that governs them (county or 
town) is extremely jealous of its preroga- 
tives and extremely suspicious of any 
overtures by the big city. 

As a result, the city suffers for lack 
of revenue, the suburbs suffer for lack of 
services and taxes go up in both places. 

Someone has called our metropolitan 
areas the ‘“‘new Balkans.” The mixed 
nature of the political units and the 
very number of them make this descrip- 
tion apt. 

Who will govern us and how? These 
are two questions that must be asked and 
answered in the million-population At- 
lanta Metropolitan Area sooner or later. 
“Balkans” have always been trouble

President Eisenhower to cancel his visit to Tokyo has clearly not run 
its course. Having used violence successfully to coerce the Kishi gov- 


ernment, the extremist student 


and labor groups—managed by Com- 


munist professionals—can be expected to continue violence as long 


as it works. 

The immediate consequences 
are bad enough; what lies ahead 
could be worse unless the Jap- 
anese people and press become 
aroused in time to say: ‘This 
far and no farther.” 


There should be no minimizing 
the grave danger which has been 
done to the authority of the Jap- 
anese Parliament and the grave 
harm which has been done to the 
prestige of the United States. 


When he left Washington in- 
tent upon carrying through his 
trip to Japan, the President 
warned that ‘“‘demonstrations and 
threats by minorities’? must not 
be allowed ‘‘to deflect world lead- 
ers in their quest for peace.”’ 


But minority violence did de- 
flect these leaders from their 
quest for peace. 


As the student disorders and 
rioting were reaching their peak 
in Tokyo, Kishi declared that ‘‘if 
the Prime Minister yielded to this 
violence, public confidence in the 


- government .would be destroyed.” 


Kishi yielded to vinlence. He 
conceded one of the demands of 
the demonstrators — that the in- 
vitation to President Eisenhower 
be withdrawn. It remains to be 
seen whether public confidence in 
the Kishi government can be re- 
stored. 

These are only the first ef- 


fects of the month - long cam- 
paign of the Socialist members of 
the Diet and the Communist agi- 
tators who quickly took charge. 
The greater dangers are these: 
That the elected government of 
Japan will be brought down, not 
by an orderly vote in Parliament, 
but by organized violence. That 
the proclaimed ‘‘neutralist’’ pur- 
poses of the Socialist leaders of 
Japan will then come out into the 
open whereupon the Japanese peo- 
ple will find they have been sad- 
dled with a government which, 
far from being neutral in the 
Nehru sense, is pro-Communist, 
pro - Peking, and pro - Moscow. 
That the Japanese Socialists, 
disdainful of democracy, are 
perfectly willing to substitute rule 
by public violence for rule by 
Parliament — if that is the only 
way they can achieve their ends. 
So far this has been the only way 
they could achieve their ends. At 
no time had they been able to’ 


persuade the Japanese voters to. 


follow their lead-rship. They had 
lost every post-war election and 
their Parliamentary minority has 
shrunk at every test. . 

They have now started to win 
by force what they were unable 
to win by votes. This is why the 
events of recent days point a gun 
at the very heart of Japanese

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif.—This has nothing to do with the Korean War plus 
ten years, the story I will be writing later, but it has something to do with 
getting to where a war happened. This is about flying across the Pacific Ocean. 
age of jet travel flying to Hawaii is hardly more than stepping around the corner to get a 


quart of milk. But back in the forties, when it took 12 hours to make it, and your plane could only 
stay airborne for 13, it gave you a chill right dewn the backbone. Death seemed as close as next 


month’s car payment. 

They called this crossing 
“‘trans-pac” in the Navy. Trans- 
Pacific. Cross the thing to 
where the war was — over to 
Tinian, Guam, Okinawa, and, 
we thought then, on to Japan. 

This crossing took time and 
training. 

You started preparations 
weeks before the final flight. 
First, you learned to load the 
aircraft. There was a place for 
everything, A proper place. 
Only so much baggage—a green 
duffle with a few pieces of 
clothing. You took guns, a lot of 
guns, so there was little room 
left for anything that was not 
absolutely essential. 

And after you learned about 
loading the baggage and the 
guns they taught you to throw 
it all out. That was the pro- 
cedure called ditching. It was a 
word I feared. Everything out,

Paul’s familiar words comes to 
mind: ‘“‘My own behavior baf- 
fles me. For I find myself not 
doing what I really want to do 
but doing what I really loathe. 
I often find that I have the 
will to do good, but not the 
power. It is an agonizing sit- 
uation.” 


Many of us are long overdue 


for an agonizing reappraisal of 
our own lives. We know what 
God and man expect from us. 
We know what we should expect 
of ourselves.

Poor scores or strokes early 
in the game can be devastating 
as far as one’s mental climate 
is concerned. Also, excellent 
play by an opponent can have 
the same depressing effect as 
poor play by an individual. 


Depression brings a weaken- 
ing or loss of confidence that is 
so necessary to properly execute 
golf strokes. 


“Warm Up” Is Vital 


The ‘‘warm-up” is a vital fac- 
tor and nowhere is its advantage 
seen more fully than in the first 
three holes. By getting one up 
on a rival, a player may take 
the attitude, ‘‘This is my day,” 
and battle his opponent instead 
of himself. 


Plan your play of the first 
three or four holes with ex- 
treme care. Take an early lead 
and keep it or widen it as much 
as possible. Make your oppon- 
ent fight an uphill battle, Force 
your opponent to gamble or play 
hazardous strokes that can be 
costly, while you relax and con- 
centrate on conserving strokes. 


Beware of the tenth hole. 
Golfers have a tendency to feel 
the start of the ‘‘back nine” can 
change everything ‘and some- 
times it does). Keep your lead 
—and your head. Play this hole 
with utmost thought and care. 
Generally speaking, the five 
psychologically vital holes for 
match play are 1, 2, 3, 4, 10. 


Keep the Lead 


Few matches are won on 
the 18th green. Take an early 
lead and keep it! Don’t you 
be the one who says, “I lost 
the first few holes and never 
got them back.” 


Now take a careful look some 
time at an upper-age golfer who 
shoots a fairly good game. Note 
how he conserves mistakes or 
saves strokes. He doesn’t hurry. 
He hits the ball with care an@

Combine the savings of strokes 
with your regular game and 
you can place yourself on the 
winning side. This does not 
mean that there are not times 
when it is wise to gamble on @ 
shot. There definitely are, but 
the time for gambling on & 
hazardous shot is usually when 
you are behind and must gain 
strokes. Playing a difficult shot 
successfully at that time will 
have a powerful psychological 
effect on your opponent. 


Neither does conserving 
strokes mean a player should 
play with undue caution. With 


this attitude he can begin tight- 


ening up and hitting erratically. 
Remember, the least strokes 
determine the winner in golf.
